WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Pentagon's 100,000-plus cut in 
military manpower is likely to 
be viewed as a sign the Nixon 
administration is thinking big in 
the way of future troop with- 
drawals from Vietnam.

R. Laird, announcing the cut 
Thursday, said the military re- 
duction over the next 10 months 
doesn't

But he specifically ruled out 


combat troop withdrawals from 
West Germany, 
South Korea 


and Okinawa—leaving Vietnam 
as one of the few remaining 
places where large numbers of 
Americans are stationed.

Pentagon officials admit pri- 


vately that Laird considers po-

tion by former Secretary of De- 
fense Clark M. Clifford to get 
100,000 combat troops out of 
Vietnam this year.

Living Costs Soar 
Again During July 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Another rapid advance in July for 


the cost of living, up five-tenths of one per cent over June 
was reported today by the Labor Department. 


The increase resulted primarily from higher prices for food 


and services, but practically everything else was up too. 


The only significant price declines were for used cars and 


gasoline. The reductions for gasoline were centered in the 
midwest and west and resulted from a competitive situation 
in the area. 


The cost of living index rose lo 128.2, meaning that it cost 


$12.82 in Ju!y for every $10 worth of goods and services in the 
1957-59 period, on which the index is based. 


The July index for all items was 5W per cent above a vear 
ago.

Arnold Chase, assistant commissioner of the Bureau of La- 


bor Statistics, told a news conference that prices are climbing 
at a G per cent annual rate, based on the increase from June 
to July. This year's living cost increases arc the highest in 
18 years.

PRAGUE (AP) - Tanks and 


troops pulled out of Prague to- 
day after demonstrations on the 
first anniversary of the Soviet 
invasion underlining Ihe deep 
division between the Czechoslo- 
vak people and their Communist 
government. 


Communist parly leader Gus- 


lav Ilusak's regime sent tens of 
thousands of Czechoslovak sol- 
diers and GO tanks into down- 
town Prague Thursday night in 
a massive demonstration of mil- 
itary strength. 


It shocked and angered many 


Czechs who remembered all too 
welt how Soviet tanks took over 
(lie city and the country on Aug. 
20-21 last year.

A few years ago the American 


Polaris fleet of nuclear subma- 
rines was hailed as something 
akin to an invincible weapon, the 
ultimate in deterrence from at- 
tack. Now a number of persons in 
a position to know are less sure. 


It isn't a secret that for some 


time the Soviet Union has been 
making a concerted effort 
to 


overtake U. S. superiority in 
n uclear 
propelled 
submarines, 


particularly those equipped with 
:nuclear warhead missiles. That 
'this is having some degree of 
success in catching up is evident. 
• The 
question 
is, when will 


Soviet strength equal or surpass 
that of the U.S.? 


Another voice has been added 


to the discussion. In correspon- 
dence with Sen. Henry Jackson, a 
member of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, Adm. Hy- 
man Rickover expressed the view 
;that the Soviets might be able to 
wipe out the Polaris fleet by the 
mid-1970s. 


Noting that last y e a r the 


Russians displayed a new Polaris- 
type submarine and "several new 
types" of nuclear-powered, hunt- 
,er-killer undersea craft which 
\yere faster and quieter than 
previous models, the admiral said 
this was a feat "far exceeding 
anything we have ever done." 


Only by developing a cadre of 


"highly competent technical per- 
sonnel" and improved construc- 
tion facilities could the Russians 
have achieved so dramatically, 
Rickover said. Specifically men- 
tioned was one submarine yard 
which has "several times the 
#rea and facilities of all U. S. 
submarine yards combined." 


Navy Department figures indi- 


cate the Russians now have 65 
nuclear craft in a total submarine 
fleet of 375 compared to a U. S. 
fleet of 143, of which 82 are 
nuclear powered. The Soviets are 
believed to be turning out nuclear 
'submarines at the rate of 20 
.a year. 
;. In his letter, Rickover asked, 
•"can we assume that our Polaris 
system will be the first weapon in 
'history to remain 
invulnerable? 


The developments I have cited 
should caution us against making 
such an assumption." 


Acknowledging t h a t 
Adm. 


Rickover has a special interest in 
American submarine capabilities, 
it 
should also be remembered 


that his voice in the past has been 
an independent one and his warn- 
ings on other occasions have 
proved accurate. 
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may be other contributors to pol- 
lution whose innocent appearance 
belies their dangerous potential. 


Specifically, the U-M engineers

The engine makers almost uni- 


formly now submerge the motor's 
exhaust system to reduce noise 
and prevent the fumes from irri- 
tating the boater. 


Weber say hisi group's 
pre- 


liminary studies indicate the prac- 
tice is contributing significant 
quantities of unburned hydro- 
carbons, lead and halides (a com- 
pound in which either fluorine, 
chlorine, iodine, b r o m i n e or 
astatine is a constitutent) to the 
waters. Additionally, there is a 
question of fuel and lubricant 
run-off and other drainage. 


The pleasure boater probably 


would be the last person to sus- 
pect he may be fouling the waters 
anywhere close to the intensity 
with which industry and mu- 
nicipalities are accused of doing, 
or even degrading them at all. 


It will be months before the 


task force completes its findings 
and possibly the results will not 
emerge in the bleakness now 
posed by its members. 


If, 
though, the 
report ap- 


proaches those from the 
U.S. 


Surgeon General's office about 
the dangers in smoking cigar- 
ettes, there could be a real doney- 
brook.

Ersatz Milk 
Warning 


In advising that the use of 


imitation milk in the diets of 
infants "is generally undersirable 
and should be discouraged," the 
council on foods and nutrition of 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion has entered the growing 
controversy over imitation foods 
and 
their relative nutritional 


values. 


"Imitation milks," the council 


said, "usually provide about the 
same number of calories as whole 
cows' milk with a greater 
per- 


centage of calories derived from 
carbohydrates. S u c h products 
may not supply the other nu- 
trients for which milk is noted. 


"In the United States, the use 


of such beverages, that are low 
in protein, minerals, or vitamins 
compared to milk, in the diets of 
children and infants is generally 
undersirable and should be 
dis- 


couraged." 


Without condemning imitation 


milk, the Council advised 
phy- 


sicians to determine the contents 
of such products before recom- 
mending them to their patients. 
This 
would 
seem 
to put 
an 


inordinate burden on the limited 
time available to the physician 
for such research. 


A better approach would be for 


the Council to follow through 
with ita original warning and 
provide d o c t o r s an itemized 
breakdown of the various food 
substances 
provided 
by 
milk 


substitutes.

Public recognition was slow 


in coming to Debussy. In 1894 
his string quartet (one of his 
greatest achievements) was in- 
troduced and/ later in the year, 
his world famous prelude "L'A- 
pres'midi d,'un faune" (After- 
noon of a Faun)' This could no 
longer leave room for doubt as 
to the originality of its com- 
poser. 


Concurrently, more of 
his 


piano-forte pieces were being 
performed more and more. His 
only opera, "Pelleas et Meli- 
sande," was first heard at the 
Opera Comique on Apirl 30, 
1902. It was litUe understand 
then, but understanding came in 
due course and it was recog- 
nized as one of the most notable 
contributions to the repertory of 
the lyric stage since Wagner. 


D ebussy's 
contributions 
to 


piano literature, his novelty of 
methods, were responsible for 
the greatest development in 
technique since Chopin.

You are South, neither side 


vulnerable. 
The bidding has 


been: 


Ed stopped his car at a park- 


ing meter, found no change in 
his pockets, and headed for the 
nearest store to get some. By 
the time he returned, a police- 
man was already writing out 
a ticket. Outraged, Ed took the 


• matter to court. 


. "It is true," he told the 
judge, "that our city ordinance 
says the coin muat be put in 
'immediately.' But that is rid- 
iculous. Surely I am entitled to 
enough time to get change." 


However, the court ordered 


him to pay the fine. The judge 
felt that, for the sake of ad- 
ministrative efficiency, the city 
could 
indeed insist 
on im- 


mediate payment — without 
leaving any loopholes at all. 


There is 
something 
about 


parking meters that at times 
awakens the rebel in a rugged 
individualist. Nevertheless, in 
assorted 
courtroom 
confron- 


tations 
between 
citizen 
and 


meter, the law has usually up- 
held the meter. As one judge 
put it: 


"Some hardships must be un- 


dergone by those who enjoy the 
benefits of life in large com- 
munities." 


Thus, in another case, a court 


found nothing wrong with park- 
ing meters that sold 12-minute 
intervals for the first hour — 
but 
only an undivided one- 


hour's worth for the 
second 


hour. If this was discrimina- 
tion against second-hour users, 
as a citizen charged, it was 
held not to be unreasonable dis- 
crimination.

Another 
citizen, 
attacking 


from a different direction, re- 
fused to accept a parking tick- 
et from a "meter maid." He 
argued that the city could not 
use anything less than a regu- 
lar policeman for law enforce- 
ment. But again, the court de- 
cided a city has this much lee- 
way 
in running its parking 
meter system. 


Still, the law won't tolerate 


everything. 
For 
example, 


meters cannot ordinarily be 
used as a means of raising 
money for purposes outside the 
field of traffic control. Accord- 
ingly, n court decided that a 
city had no right to pay for 
harbor 
improvements 
out of 


parking meter income. 


Another court a d d e d this 


warning: 


"A municipality cannot turn 


parking meters Into a business 
for profit. It cannot establish 
a commercial enterprise on the 
public easement."

1. Pass. When you compete 


against an opponent's opening 
bid by doubling for takeout, and 
partner then responds in mini- 
mum terms that is, by failing 
to make a jump bid or a cuebid 
— you must proceed on the 
basis that partner's response 
promises very little in the way 
of either high cards or distribu- 
tion. 


It 
follows that you should 


pass two hearts with this hand, 
despite the 16 high-card points, 
because the possibility of mak- 
ing 
four 
opposite 
a 
forced 


response is quite remote. As a 
matter of fact, there is some 
danger 
that 
partner 
cannot 


make even two hearts. You have 
quite a bundle of losers for 
partner to take care of, anil it 
would be overly optimistic as 
well as dangerous to raise to 
three hearts. 


2. Three nolrump. While pes- 


simism opposite partner's min- 
imum response is generally a 
very healthy attitude to adopt, 
there is nonetheless 
such a 


thing as carrying it too far. 
Here you have eight probable 
tricks to start with, and while it 
is true that you may never 
make a ninth, the odds are that 
you will. Excessive caution can 
sometimes do more harm than 
good. 


3, Three hearts. The most you 


can do here is raise to three 
hearts, which indicates a strong 
hand and requests partner to go 
on to four with only a few 
scattered values. This hand is 
far more promising than the 
first one, though the high-card 
point count is the same. There 
are many fewer losers in this 
case. 


4. Four hearts. It is best to go 


all out with this one, even 
though East-West may have the 
A-K of hearts and two side 
aces. It is much too risky to bid 
only three hearts, since partner 
might pass with some dreadful 
hand that contains only the king 
of hearts or one o£ the three 
missing aces. 


Even if it turns out that 


partner has none of the four key 
cards and goes down one, the 
loss is apt to be more fancied 
than real, since East-West in 
such case could almost surely 
make at least three spades or 
four clubs.

Bearing the serial number DG7438833A, the bills differ from 


two bogus tens which surfaced last week in downtown Hcnton 
Harbor. 


Ohmnn said the bills are fairly good quality, being photo 


reproductions of real tenspots, but the paper is had. lie 
described the bills taken in yesterday, all alike, as having a 
whiter while and a blacker black than genuine currency. 


No description of the passers were available. 
Ohman said a secret service agent was in tlenton Harbor 


yesterday making an investigation. The Grand Rapids office 
of the Secret Service said the bills were confirmed to he 
already on record in Washington, D.C., where files of all 
counterfeit bills arc kept,
